"Each hour of the late wni- oo.tt 
more than what Montreal spends ii 
year on education" .said Dr. Olffoi>d 
In his Forum on War yesterday even- 
ing. This w.-iH iho third of the scries 
of fiiriiin that arc b|en« given under 
the au.ipice« -of the C. A. in 
Strathcona Hall on Monday at five. 
The meeting was well attended and 
rieiired ns the second meeting in the 
Iniernation.al .Student Week. 
I The main thoinc of the disi.'us.sion 
"What do wars bring?" The 
.npeaker began 'by eaylng that there 
waj) no need to elaborate on tho 
gh.i.stly side of war w'. f its millions 
of dead and wounded. The next point 
was thai w.ir liiiiuirlit niorsil anfl 
sp.ritiial imiioverlshment t«- the race 
.Most of the woi-st characters came 
out of the war worse than when they 
went in. In the army the soldier wa.s 
under a differrnt moral code. Every 
offeiico that wn,M opposed before the 
war w.Ls aggi-av.Ufd . Moral codes 
have been nnsiiended hikI are tending 
lo bo abbrog.ated. International sus- 
picion. and hatred was augmented due 
to the principle of expediency. Vio- 
lence among men became a com- 
mon thing, and no doubt the machine 
,:;unncrs erf Chlca.go and the rum run- 
nons were the direct outcome of the 
streak ot violence that was roused 
during the war. The end of wars 
bring unjust treaties to \vhich no na- 
tion con really honestly agree but as 
promises had been made to seinire the 
friendship, of neutrals they have to be 
carried out to the extreme. The 
Treaty of Ver.sailles wa.'^ nuntcd as a 
typical example of this. 

War brings udonomlc disaster. O.ic 
nation depends o« another for Its food 
and livelihood and If that means goes 
then more than one nation' will sufi 
fer. ESdison ."îay.s that a fleet of air- 
ships over London could nnlhllaie that 
city In three hours. This would me.m 
the gravest disaster not to the con- 
quered but the conquerer. The laws 
of war are nol being held any more 
and so It may never be known to 
what extent science or engineering

Started in 1901, — Contains Many Famous Names of 
People of Every Country tn the World. 



From its very character the Visit- 
ors' Book of Ihe Royal Victoria College 
is apt to bo overlooked by students 
in the everyday routine of coUogo life 
but "when Her Excellency honored u-i 
with a visit and added her signature 
to other famous signatures wc wero 
reminded of names which might In- 
terest the student.<i who care to lo.ik 
buck to the earlldi; days.of the collei;e 
Of these vistors the majority are ci- 
ther Interested In or directly connect- 
ed with the Ij'niverslty and partly for 
this reason wo shall pause a few mo- 
ments to consider a niiinlier c^f the 
many names In this precious book. 

After turning over the well-wom 
cover of this precious book the first 
.ivige strikes us xs eing a very .im- 
portant one. The first names are aii- 
propriately those of Their Royal High- 
nesses the Duke and Duchoss of York 
who ascvndfrd tho throne In 1909 ow- 
ing to the premature death of the 
Duke of Clarence. The dale of their 
signature In 1901 was the occasion 
of tho Fall Convofatlon when the pre- 
sent king and queen received honor- 
ary degrees, Sir William Peterson be- 
ing principal at that time. Tin- DuUe 
had to be pressed to sign the book 
as ho remarked "But 1 have already 
signed". 

Very .«ultably, tho name of Lord 
Strathcona, Founder of tho College, 
follows. Tills particular visit was not 
Ills first to the College for as DonnlJ 
Smith he took an Interest In t1ie build- 
ing which opened In 1S99 and proved 
an endowment which enabled tlie uni- 
versity to open the Faculty of Arts 
to women. With ijtrathcona follows 
the name o£ Sir Wllllanv Macdonnld 
In whose memory Fou nil ens' Day was 
recenlly vi-lebrated at .McUill. His be- 
nefaction? diite e.arller than the crea- 
tion of Jlacdonald College and anyone 
li.terested in his donations need only 
turn the pages of the calendar to note 
tli>' liulldlngs. profcssor.-îlilp.s and 
scholar-'^hips which bear his name.

The signature of .fueserand in ihf 
year 1904 is the first of a number of 
signatures of distinguished Kren'.-h 
guests w1io havo honored .McGIll with 
their presence, remaining constant In 
friendship and fiu-tlur vl.-alts ui tlio 
Dominion. .Xnionj,' othfts are .\iiatom 
Lebrag diid (iiisiavo I.auHon anil many 
other famous sclioliirs who have lec- 
tured In the -College under the aus- 
pices of. the Alliancu Française. Then
